Today no one would speak in 
the tone that Disraeli about Canada in 1867, 
and the 7imes is far removed from the brutality of 
its utterances in regard to the North in the Civil 
War. 
Is there any prospect that when in May Edward 
VIII is crowned King of Canada, Canada itself may 
begin to think becoming a kingdom? 
Australia was wise In rejecting the title of Dominion 
and becoming a Commonwealth. India is an Empire 
The word Dominion and with it the phrase 
“Dominion status” will always have a colonial flavor 
as implying some standing delegated by an enduring ‘ 
superior authority.

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INFANT ARCHITECTURE

7. is no law that compels us to see the more 
fatuous movies; no moral obligation directs us 
to read stupid books, listen to paltry music or possess 
worthless pictures. From architecture, however, 
there is no It is on permanent exhibition 
every day of the month, year after year, good, in- 
different, bad and horrid. But mostly horrid. We 
wake up to see it outside the window every morn- 
ing; every street is full of it. 

And yet there is less critical interest in architec- 
ture than in any other of the fine arts. Our conver 
sation is littered with technical terms of movie pro- 
duction and we are all competent to offer expert 
Judgment on its most ambitious works. A smatter- 
ing of literary criticism is expected of everyone at 
tea parties, even though our knowledge of the best- 
sellers is confined to reading the reviews. We have 
got up all the transcendental terms with which to 
understand the painting of the “Group” and the 
baton technique of our favorite symphony conductor 
is hotly debated at the dinner table. But who has 
ever heard voices raised in acclaiming the merits of 
this architect’s composition, that architect’s fenestra- 


tion or the other’s feeling for texture?

ERHAPS it is mediocrity rather than familiarity 

that has bred contempt. Some passion, some 
violence in our architecture, the projection of some 
picturesque personality, might capture the public 
indignation and restore interest in the Primary Art 
some intrepid designer to span a public space 
breathless grace and audacious economy of 
materials, as Brunelleschi shocked the Florentines 
when Renaissance architecture was born into the 
world, or as the Gothie Cathedral builders with fer- 
vent rivalry raised their delicate pinnacles higher 
and higher into the misty mediaeval heavens. 

If 19236 has not seen any noticeable improvement 
in the standard of Canadian architecture, it has at 
least been remarkable for an awakened publicity. The 
results of three important competitions for the 
design of small homes have been exhibited: one 
sponsored by the Dominion Government (in connec- 
tion with its so-called Housing Act), another by the 
Province of Ontario, and a third by one of our great 
Department Stores. These competitions might not 
have been of particular interest were it not for one 
very remarkable fact which characterized the results 
of all three: in each case the first award was given 
to a design entirely unlike any small home that has 
ever been built in the Dominion. Not only this, but 
a large majority of the designs submitted were 
equally unprecedented.

Lacking the experience of an active tradition of 
Canadian architecture and its attendant body of 
criticism, most people will find it difficult to express 
the peculiar pleasure that the new architecture gives 
to them; they will hardly even know what to look for 
in building up a new tradition. Perhaps it will be 
enough to remember that good architecture arouses 
surprise and emotion by the simplicity and boldness 
of its solution of structural problems and by its abil- 
ity to analyze apparently complicated requirements 
and translate them into simple and dignified pro- 
portions. 


LTHOUGH the Small Home have 

served to advance public interest in architecture, 
they are open to one serious criticism: they have 
lent encouragement to the conception of a single 
house as a unit of design, complete in itself. This 
assumption, which is characteristic of our individual- 
istic fostered by the popular 
“home” magazines, by the interests of real estate, 
and even by architects. It has resulted in the North 
American suburb having become the most glorious 
and pathetic hotch-petch that the mind of man has 
ever created. The real unit of design, of course, 
should be the street. Good architecture takes its 
place quietly, politely and deliberately in the street 
facade, forming an integral part of civic design.

()* THE first day of July—-an 
picious date—in the year 17738, 


the good ship Hector set sail from 
Loch Broom in Ross-shire for Nova 
Scotia, with nearly two hundred 
sou's on board. 


“Good” is the conventional adjec 
tive for a ship. The Hector was far 
from good. She was old, slow, ill 
found and hardly seaworthy. As it 
turned out, this voyage was to be 
.er last; on her return she was con- 


qemned by the authorities and 
broken up. 

But she brought her passengers 
safely to their destination, and a 
brave ship's company they were 
Seottish Highlanders, filled with the 


hope of new homes and better days 


in the distant land of which they 
had such glowing accounts. There 
was already in what is now Pictou 


County a small group of settlers, but 
had come from the English 
provinees of New England and Penn- 
svivania. The Highlanders of the 
Hector were the first Seottish immi- 
grants to Canada who came direct 
from Scotland. 

Many more were to come in after 
not Nova Scotia only, but 
to all parts of Canada; and Canada

L ARDSHIP is the © lot of the
